Moonshiners in California Defrauding th 
Government of Millions, 

Saw Francisco, Cal., June 16.—[Special.] 
—Revenue inspectors have located several 
hundred brandy distilleries in the mountain 
districts. operated for the most part by Ital- 
ians. They are in places difficult of access 
and their long immunity from interference 
has made the operators exceedingly bold. 
Officers estimate that the government has 
been defrauded out of half a million dollars a 


a year for many years.

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AMERICAN FLAG DAY CELEBRATION IN LINCOLN PARK. 


for the maintenance of that gtarry and striped 
emblem must have smiled in satisfaction at 
the fruits of the years of war of which they 
among all the others were the most conspicu- 
ous figures. American Flag day, the new 
holiday, was observedywith all the fervor of 
impressionable children who have been 
schvoled to look upon the country’s emblem 
with the reverence that too often becomes 
divorced from the adult burdened down with 
the cares of life. K 

It was a children’s holiday, and the little 
ones came prepared to make a day of it. 
During the morning hours almost every little 
tot carried a box or a bundle, and, after the 
dinner hour, these boxes and papers were 
scattered about in a profusion that dismayed 


‘the keeper of the park; but the children 


cared not for this—they were there to en- 
joy themselves. To them it seemed a Fourth 
of July, minus the fireworks and the fire- 
crackérs. The element of noise ‘was not 
missing, however. What the childish voices 
did not furnish was supplied by the big bat- 
tery from Fort Sheridan, Maj. Nevans’ Band, 
and the little guns of the Viking ship, whose 
reports were not one whit louder than the 
cannon firecracker which delights the boys 
and men on the other national holiday. 

The program of the afternoon was a long 
one, but most of the children listened patient- 
ly »while the speakers told them of the history 
of the flag, of its meaning and its import. 


Battery from the Fort. 


The first. real sign of the day’s celebration 
was at 1 o’ciock, when away down the Lake 
Shore drive was seen the glistening of the 
equipment of Battery E of the Fifteenth Regi- 
ment, which Gen. Miles had loaned for the 
occasion. The troops had orders to stop in 
the park only long enough to fire a national 
salute of forty-four guns. They entered the 
park at a trot, six big guns drawn by splendid 
horses, the cassions fastened to the cannon. 
Just Opposite the Grant monument the bat- 
tery came toa halt, the big guns were un- 
limbered, their muzzles pointed out to the 
lake, and soon there was noise enough to de- 
light any childish heart. After the salute the 
guns were limbered and the battéry was 
marched north and out of the park. 

en the music of a brass band was heard 
up near the Lincoln monument, and the chil 
dren who had gathered near the lake ran ag 
though their lives depended upon it for the 
men with the shining horns and the big drum. 
Three thousand of them dressed 4n pretty 
colors and each bearing an American flag 
formed into line, and led by Chief Marshal 
Col. John G, Maynard and his aides, Edward 
H, Salsbury, A. J. Loranger, and F. F. Gil- 
lean, they marched by the Grant monument, 
countermarched, and formed about the flag 
draped stand on the baseball common. 

The band sounded the opening chords of 
‘‘America,’’ and soon childish voices joined 
in the singing of the familiar Hymn of the 
Republic. Then 3, Gould Warner, who for 
twenty-five years raised the American flag on 
all holiday occasions in the City of New York, 
ran up the national colors, and 4,000 children 
shouted out three cheers and a tiger, the while 
waving in mad glee the diminutive specimens 


of the big flag which went to the staff head.

The present Attorney 
and Solicitor Generals each go up a step, the 
former to the House of Lords as Appellate 
Judge. There isa sharp subterranean fight 
waging about the succession ‘to the latter post.

Rejected by the Lords. 

The rejection of the deceased wife’s sister 
marriage bill by the House of Lords by a ma- 
jority of nine is chiefly important because of 
the bitterness of the’ resentment felt by the 
Nonconformists, A good many of them are 
living ina state, legally speaking, of concu- 
binage with their deceased wives’ sisters, The 
Churck of England stands between them and 
the legalization of these ties. ‘The Lords spir- 
itual, not the Lords temporal, bar the way.. 
There is a small majority of lay Lords for the 
bill.

The non-conformist attack on Lord Rose- 
bery has died away and the: winning of the 
Derby is no longer daily denounced as de- 
serving damnation. Whether it has done him 
harm or not may be doubted. The leading 
non-conformist divines took no part in it. 
There wax among all the letter writers but 
one well-known name, and that is known by 
dint of much advertising, The whole busi- 
ness became ridiculous when these gentlemen 
seriously complained that Lord Rosebery’s 
speeches were not duil enough to suit them, 
which provoked laughter. Then the public 
turned to other matters. 


Asquith as a Medfator. 

Mr. Asquith’s appearance as mediator in 
the cab strike had a less immediate and daz- 
zling success than was expected, but he did, 
after five or six conferences, effect a settle. 
ment which has some elements of per- 
manence. The most serious question between 
owners and drivers was a question of amount 
to be paid by drivers for the daily hire of each 
eab. Mr. Asquith’s award, fdr though he be. 
gan as mediator he ended as arbitrator, divided 
the difference between them—no great feat of 
diplomacy. The drivers called it a glorious 
victory and agreed to stop picketing, which 
they nevertheless renewed next day in order 
to exclude “ blacklegs”” from driving. From 
this breaeh of faith they were persuaded by 
Mr. Asquith to desist. London streets are 
once more crowded with crawlers. Both par- 
ties to the dispute have lost heavily and the 
drivers are beginning to find that the public 
expresses its sense of their conduct by with- 
holding the usual extra sixpence. 

Farewell to the Chicago. 

The farewell reception given on board the 
Chicago Monday by Admiral Erben was a 
graceful acknowledgment of the hospitalities 
which the Admiral and Capt. Mahan and all 
the officers of this American warship have 
accepted during their ever-memorable visit to 
London. Gravesend, where the ship lay, is 
an hour’s journey from London, and the 
weather was extremely English. So excel- 
lent, nevertheless, were the arrangements 
that the distinguished company of guests es- 
caped all inconveniences and found them- 
selves comfortably on board the ship by 
4 in the afternoon. The decorations, 
the welcome, the © beauty of the 
ship, the appearance of the crew, 
all delighted its British visitors; of whom 
many were ladies and many naval officers of 
high rank in uniform. ‘The reception wound 
up with a dance, and the success of the whole 
ceremony was complete, The Chicago sailed 
Wednesday for Antwerp, to the general regret 
of its friends.

HORRORS OF THE BLACK PLAGUE. 


Characteristics of the Disease That 
Spreading Death in China, 

Wasutneron, D.'C., June 16.—The .records 
of the Department of State throw light on the 
singular plague which is now ravaging China 
and make it evident that this most fatal dis- 
ease is really similar to the black death or 
plague which devastated London as told by 
De Foe.- It has its Grigin in Yunnan, a Chi- 
nese province, where it is epidemic, The 
Catholic missionaries there held that it was 
really a pestilential emanation slowly rising 
in equitable stratum from the ground and 
as it increases in depth all animals are, as it 
were, drowned in its poisonous flood—the 
smaller creatures being first ingulfed and 
man, the tallest of all, suffering last. Its ap- 
proach often: may be foretold from tne ex- 
traordinary movements of the rats, which 
leave their holes and crevices and issue on to 
the floors without a:trace of their accustomed 
timidity, springing continually upwards from 
their hind legs as if they were trying to jump 
out of something. The rats fail dead, ana 
then comes the turn of the poultry; after the 
poultry have succumbed, pigs, goats, ponies, 
and oxen successively die off. | 

In man its approach is indicated by the 
eruption of one or more minute red pustuies, 
generally in the arm-pits, but occasionally in 
other glandular regions. If several pustules 
appear the case is not considered so hopeless 
as when they are few. The sufferer is soon 
seized with extreme weakness, followed in a 
few hours by agonizing aches in every part of 
the body, delirium shortly ensues, and in 
nine cases out of ten the result is fatal. It 
often happens that the patient suddenly, to 
all appearances, recovers and leaves his bed, 
but in such cases the termination is always a 
collapse and death. As soon as a case appears 
the Chinese desert the afflicted, leav- 
ing him in a. room with a jug of 
water, and peering in the window at intervals, 
and prodding the victim with a long pole to 
learn.if life is extinct. To make . matters 
worse in the country the corpses are not 
buried, but laid out in the sun to decay, pdis- 
oning the air for miles around. oe 


when it appeared during the great Mohamme- 
dan rebellion. It is known in Yangtzu (under 
tne name of bubonis fever), in Laos, in Siam, 
in Burmah, and in Queycho, China, where it 
has prevailed for years. Never before, how- 
ever, has it made its way to Canton and Hong- 
kong, whence it may spread over the earth. 

One reason for attributing its , origin to 
miasmatic influences is the fact that it always 
appears upon the piauting of rice in May and 
June. It penetrates by caravans and trav- 
els tothe uplands and besomes more severe 
by fail. Sometimes it passes over certain 
communities in its line of progress, but only 
to return later on or the next year. When- 
ever it appears the people desert their homes 
and crops and fiee to tentsin thehills. In 
some provirices the population is decimated 
and whole families disappear.

Owing to the modern 
development of artillery England finds Gi- 
braltar insufficient for its purposes, and it 
therefore desires either to possess some point 
on the Morocco coast or else.to. place upon 
the throne ofthe country a ruler willing to 
let it do anything it likes if war breaks out. 
Spain wishes’'to remain the only power hav- 
ing territoty ‘in Morocco. France, séeing 
that Algeria and Morocco are cotermi- 
nous, desires nothing to take place 
in Moroceo which might diminish its 
prestige with the South Oran tribes, who are 
always turbulent and ready to rebel. Ger- 
many will not interfere in a question in which 
it is not directly interésted. Nevertheless, 
there is great disquiet in diplomatic circles, 
but I believe a satisfactory settlement will. be 
arrived at, beeause no one is willing to face 
the risks of war.

PRIMITIVE MAN FOUND FOOD-GET- 
TING DIFFIOULT. | 


His Stone “Yooks Fashioned Only After 
Long and Tedious Labor—Use of nze 
and Discovery of Iran Made It Possible 
for Him to Tell Bigger Fish Stories— 
Pliny’s Description of How Men of His 
Day Caught the Finny Game=—Fly Cast- 
ing Not a Modern Snare. : 

Primitive man was a fisherman. He varied 
his diet of roots and berries by regaling him- 
self upon the produce of the waters, Just as he 
has done in the ages which followed. Perhaps 
the finny tribe thus became an early victim to 
the assaults of man for the regson, a8 an an- 
cient writer explains, ‘‘ that fish, being distin- 
guished more for the size of their heads than 
for the amount of brains lodged in them, they 
afforded a much easier capture than either 
beast or bird,”’ but this theory will not be ac- 
cepted by the modern sportsman. He will 
probably lean toward the more plausible one 
that fish abounded in greater numbers and 
the devices for taking them were more easily 
manufactured out of the materials which the

early inhabitant of this earth had at command 
than for the snaring of any other game. 

The stone age gives the first evidences of 
these devices, ot rather device, as they had 
but a single one, the hook and line, Of the 
latter little is known that can be relied upon 


and without a barb to hold the fish in place 
when once cahght, and yet they must have 
cost infinite labor to form them as well as 
they were. In most instances the curved 
pieces of stone were lashed to a stick of wood 
which made the angle more pronounced and 
formed a good shank for fastening the line, 
though a few specimens have been found 
made entirely of stone and so shaped that 
they might easily be mistaken for arrow- 
heads were it not for the smail hole at one 
end through which the line could be passed. 
No one knows how many centuries elapsed 
before bone, ivory, and the shell of the turtle 
supplanted the flint for the manufacture of 
fishhooks. With this new material, however, 
there wasa slight improvement. The size 
was reduced and the barb appeared on a few 
of them, though confined mustly to those 
made from shell, and’ except in the large

; In some places in Arctic North America 
the natives still use bone for their 
hooks. One kind is known as the poly- 
barb hook and consists of a central shank, 
around the base of which is lashed a num- 
ber of sharp-pointed boné spikes, like a 
miniature grappling anchor. This hook is 
used for fishing through holes in the ice, and 
for that purpose it is covered with blubber and

EXPLOSION HEARD FOR MANY MILES, 


Five Hundred Pounds of Nitro-Glycerine 
Cause a Shock in Michigan. 

West Bay Crry, Mich., June 16.—[Special. ] 
—Five hundred pounds of nitro-gliycerine ex- 
ploded at H. H. Thomas’ dynamite factory, 
five miles north of this city, this morning, 
shaking the earth for miles around as if by an 
earthquake.

The Hoard of Trustees of the Disciples’ Divini- 
ty House of tLe University of Chicago agrees to 
build one:or more halis at some point in prox- 
imity to the grounds of the University of ica- 
go, it being understood that such hall of halis 
shall be used asa home for students from Dis- 
ciples of Christ atteriding the University of Chi- 
cago. It is farther understood that the grounds 
and halls shail be the sole and exclusive proper- 
ty of said board and incorporated as a separate 
bigh body in accordance with the laws of. the 
State of Llliaois. 

The Board of Trustees of the University of Chi- 
cago agrees to furnish students of said house 
all the privileges of the university on the same 
terms as to students ivi in the Divinity 
Houses of the university itself, it being under- 
stood that the students pursuing courses of theo- 
logical study shall be admitted without tuition 
charges, in accordance with the regulations gov- 
erning divinity students, and that said stadents 
after having completed the course of study laid 
down by the university shall receive the proper 
recognition of such workin the form of appro- 
priate degrees. 

It is mutually agreed that the Board of 
Trustees of the Disciples’ Divinity House of the 
University of Chicago sha!) have the privilege of 
nominating one or more officers, who shal 
given general charge of the house of said board 
and its students of the University of Chicago, it 
being understood: 

1. That the officers shall be recognized as mem- 
bers of the University of Chicago, and shall'be 
invited to act in connection with the divinity 
faculty on questions which relate exclusively to 
the interests of the house or its members, and 
that the honse shall have répresentation through 
its principal in the university council. 

2. That they shall give instruction. in connec- 
tion with particular departments of the uni- 
versity, which instruction shall be accepted in 
lieu of other similar instruction offered in the 
university.

COST OF OUR COUNTRY IN LIVES. 


More than 1,000,000 Men Perished in the 
Civil War Alone. 

New York Sun: It cost Uncle Sam overa 
million men to place the Ainefican flag in the 
proud papition it occupies today among the 
nations af the earth. In the war of the Revo- 
lution 542 seamen of the regular navy were 
killed in fomttle, while a. considerably larger 
number were killed in the (privateers that 
played su¢h an important part in that strug- 
gie. Of the 542 seamen killefl, 311 perished 
when the United States 28-guh frigate Ran- 
dolph, Capt. Nicholas Biddle, was blown up 
by a\jsho} from the British seventy-four-gun 
ship of the line Yarmouth, March 7, 1778, 
which Bifidle had herogpally attacked in order 
that his| valuable convoy of seven vessels 
might epeape. About .thé same number of 
soldiers j}were killed in the land battles, but 
this doesjnot include the 9,500 Americans 
who died in the British prison ships in Walla- 
bout ee in all 12,000 men perished im 
these ships, but about 1,500 of them were 
French skilors captured near the American 
coast. ie total number of Ameficans who 
lost 'theik lives in the Revolution is avout 
12,000.

BIG OPERATORS PUT THE SOREWS ON

ROOM TRADERS. 


Still Some Old-Fashioned Manipulation in 
One or Two Trust Stocks, but for the 
Most Part the Market Is Featuretess= 
Cendition of the Country as Exempli- 
fied by Railway Earnings—Big Keor- 
ganization Schemes on Foot-Gossip 
About Cordage and Whisky. 

New Yorx, June 16.— [Special.] —Some 
spurts have been made in the stock market 
this week, but for the most part it has been 
featureless to the point of stupidity. The 
trust stocks, one or two of them, have fur- 
nished about all the activity that has blessed 
the Stock Exchange, just as hag been the case 
for a long time past. In that quarter there is 
still manipulation of the old-fashioned sort, 
aimed to bring about opportunities to unload 
accnmulated stocks on the dear public. Ina 
few instances.it has almost seemed as if there 
might be some triflimg response on the pub- 
lic’s part. Some commission houses have re- 
ported that there has been an increased in- 
quiry as to values) by customers, who for a 
long while past have been laying low and 
avoiding) the alluring talk of big dividends 
and such other assurances as are always on 
tap.in the trust quarter, It is difficult, how- 
ever,'to find cases where these inquiries have 
got beyond the point of asking questions. 

The professional small fry speculators of 
the street—those who are counted among 
what are known on the stock exchange as 
‘*room traders ’’—are more or less. active in 


_some of the trusts, trying to follow close be- 


hind the master manipulators. There are 
few indications though that they have reaped 
many profits in the campaign, for so anxious 
are the manipulators to float out of stocks 
that they miss no opportunities to unload on 
whoever approaches within catching distance, 


‘There was, for instance,a sudden scoop in 


sugar trust stock this week which had for its 
chief aim merely the netting of half a dozen 
room traders, who had been follc wing on be- 
hind the manipulators, and who were sur- 
prised long of as much perhaps as 6,000 


shares. 
To Eke Out Expenses. 


Tricks like this do not build upgeneral spec- 
ulation in that quarter, but they serve at 
least to help eke out the expenses which at- 
tend the free and easy game of making and 
maintaining an artificial market. Such ex. 
penses are not light andif afew lambs are 
slaughtered to provide the trust ite pleasure 


‘those lambs in this particular case are not to 


be overmuch pitied for they go ambling into 
the shambles fully informed of ite dangers 
and its record. It isan expensive thing in 
Wall street to conclade that you know so 
much and are so smart or so lucky that traps 
for other folks can’t catch you. 

The week closes with nothing accomplished 
at Washington to relieve the business situa- 
tion of its deadly uncertainties. General 
trade still stands stock still and merchants 
and manufacturers. continue to agree that 
there is small prospect now that anything like 
a normal fall trade is possible. Congress has 
slaughtered all hope in that quarter. 

Railway earnings come in to show by. regu- 
lar decreases on a tremendous scale the de- 


_plorable condition of business throughout the 


whole country. So far as this record can be 
taken to be a trade barometer it seems 
to stow that there is almost no bright 
pet anywhere. It is the ‘fashion in 

‘all. street to do a good deal of 
lamenting over the situation in the West as in- 
dicated by these railroad returns, but atten- 
tion to the figures as they are now coming out 
makes it clear that the West is really suffer- 
ing not one whit more than the rest of the 
country, Some of the big roads and systems 
close to the Atlantic seaboard are feeling the 
pinch of restricted business quite as much as 
any of the big companies beyond Chicago.

Returns Still Shrinking. 


The action taken by the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford company in abandoning 
ears e8- 
tablished—is ‘full of significance. That re- 
duction of dividend was.made for no other 
reason than that it was necessary. Business 
had falien away, rates were down, revenues 
had dwindled—the dividend could not be 
earned. Enormous economies had been put 
into operation. but returns were still shrink- 
ing. The official cutting of the dividend was 
not tu be avoided. The New Haven road is 
the strongest railroad corporationin the East.

Many of. the railroads now in 
receiyerships are attended with peculiar con- 
ditions of a character which do not make it 
as easy as rolling off a lag to fix up reorgani- 
zation schemes, Security holders have to be 
sounded, for if they should be obstinate there 
might be severe penalties instead of big profits 
for insiders who have the reorganizations in 
hand—who were responsible for the collapses, 
Take the Northern Pacific property as an ex- 
ample, ‘There is not a single clags of security 
holder in that corporation who has not the 
chance if sought to make charges and pre- 
cipitate grave dilemmas for the insiders. It 
would not‘hurt the future of our railroads if 
we had a law which would forbid the people 
who wreck a property from reorganizing it.

as ** backerine.”” The * backerine,”’ to keep

It ig in the blood ‘that the ferment produces 
the chemical change which is alleged to mean 
acure, What the precise change is that the 
backerine brings about in the component 
parts of the blood, would involve too much 
teehnicality. for us to attempt to explain 
here; we Must merely content ourselves 
with’observing that the backerine appears to 
entertain a mortal! antipathy to the tubercle- 
tainted corpuscles of the blood. It) fastens 
upon the tuberculous bacteria in those cor- 
puscles; and after afew days of hard strug- 
gling with them, during which time the 
patient is aware from ugly sensations in his 
internals that a battle royal is beimg waged 
in his system, it kills them off without doing 
harm even in the smallest degree to any of 
the components of the blood that are ina 
healthy condition. 

The backerine kills off the bacteria, that is 
to say, if they have not been too long estab- 
lished in the blood and if they have not taken 
possession of the lungs entirely and eaten 
them nearly away. In that case no backerine 
or any other drug will ever do the patient 
much good. Medicine cannot set a patient 
up witha brand new set of lungs; and, if 
they are mostiy gone before the remedy 
is tried, it stands:to reason that the 
rémedy must fail. In the initial stages 
of consumption the record of cures which is 
claimed for backerine is 90 per cent of the 
cases; in the second or more advanced stage, 
the claim is that it has cured 65 per cent of 
the cases; while in the penultimate stage of 
dissolution from tuberculosis it does not claim 
to be able to cure at all. And backerine has 
this recommendation above most vaunted 
cures of the kind that, in the event of its doing 
no good, it never at least does any harm to 
the pafient. ~ It is absolutely innocuous in its 
effects on the system, as an ordinary beer fer- 
ment can easily be understood to be, 


IRRIGATING PLANTS IN THE WEST; 


The Vast Engineering Works of the Great 
American Desert Region. 


Land and Water; Very few people realize 
what vast engineering and construction 
problems are being solved out West in what a 
few years ago was termed the Great American 
Desert region. That same desert region 
is of remarkable fertility when water 
is supplied irrigation plants. 
The Sweetwater dam. _ in Southern 
California, is the pride of its builders and is 
worth many millions to the lands it) renders 
fertile. In Arizona an immense canal is 
being built, which will utilize a part of the 
surplus waters of Colorado and irrigate 200,- 
000 acres of land. In New Mexico, in Eddy 
County, is the.second largest irrigation plant 
in the United States. To secure an abundance 
of water at all times, two immense-reser- 
voirs were constructed capable of stormg 
5,000,000,000 cubic feet of water. 

Some idea of the size of these artificial lakes 
may be had when it is mentioned that one of 
them is thirteen miles long by four miles 
wide. The water from these reservoirs \s 
conducted through some 1.200 miles of ca- 
nals and ditcbes and irrigates or willlirrigate 
250.000 acres of land, mostly fruit and 
garden land.| Imagine a water-works | pliant 
with a reservoir 40,000 feet square and hav- 
ing 1,200 miles of mains. It took three 
years to build this plant. Yet others as great 
or greater pre projected and will be con- 
structed. The future effectof all this vast 
labor and gkill is not easy to predict. In 
many places 'they have surely made the desert 
bloom and turned poverty into wealth.

As many as a dozen banana train

of the route unsold are consigned to the corm- 
mission agent of the importer on each train. 
The importer sends one or two messengera 
whose duty it is to give the fruit proper 
ventilation. An importer receives a dispatch 
from a Chicago dealer, who wires: ‘‘ Send me 
one carripe.” Noripe fruit issupposed to be 
loaded, so the New Orleans firm wires 
its messenger on the trnin: * Ripen one 
car for So and So at Cinge The repre- 
sentative on the banaud fiyer immediatel 
closes all the ventilators which were prop 
open when the car was loaded, ‘Plenty of air 
keeps the frnit green and a lack of it, of 
course, has the opposite tendency, so that the 
messenger by shutting out the air has a car 
ready for the ripe order by the time the train 
reaches Chicago. The average value of a car 
load of bananas is $600, | 

Thé banana trains are all specials and are 
sent out as soon as the cars are loaded, day or 
night. With perhaps two exceptions they 
have absolute right of way over all other 
trains, stops being made only to take water 
and coal,

Under cer- 
tain favorable conditions they are allowed to 
run at the rate of thirty-five miles, but under 
certain other circumstances they make fifty 
miles an hour.

The war waged by the East End Improve- 
ment Association of Hyde Park against 
“Prof.” John Albert’s proposed natatorium 

and resort on the lake shore near Fifty-fifth 
street has been transferred to the courts, 
Yesterday a bill was filed in the Circuit Court 
praying that John Albert and others be re- 
strained from maintaining an obstruction 
across Fifty-fifth street, and also that they be 
required to pull down the fence already 
erected. | Besides John Albert, who ran 
the natatorium at the World's Fair, the 
other defendants are the prominent capi- 
talists, ©. W. Brega and John Barrell. 
The RE | a is Adolph Loeb, a property- 
cwner wi lot is situated close to Albert’s 
resort, Dut he merely represents the East 
End Improvement Association. The suit is 
preliminary to other actions which will be 
begun immediately. As part and parcel of 
the campaign against liquor selling therein 
the aeectigticn will endeavor to have the 
property tract in which ite members are in- 
terested added to the prohibition district of 
Hyde Park by act of the City Council. 

The plot of land lying between Fifty-fourth 
place and Fifty-sixth street, running from 
the lake shore to the Illinois Centra! railroad 
tracks, was owned originally: by C. W. Brega 
and James Barrell, ey cut streets through 
it, subdivided it, made sundry improve- 
ménts, and sold the’ lots to a class 
of buyers who erected residences, generally 
of abigh character. The property is now 
considered one of the choicest spots in the 
Hyde Park district. When the prohibition 
district was drawn in Hyde Park Brega’s and 
Barrell’g tract was not included, for the reason 
it was at that time unimproved and the further 
reason that there happened to bea colony of 
saloons facing the railroad tracks from the 
west south of Fifty-fourth street. After the 
pepuerty became.settled the owners joined in 
the tEnd Improvement Association, the 
main object of which was to keep saloons from 
invading their locaiity. Last year the associa- 
tion had its first fight, An attempt 
it is said, was made to start a saloon on 
Fifty-fourth street east of the tracks. By 
uick work it was nipped in the bud. Albert 

n proposed to start his natatorium on the 
lake shore adjacent to the Fifty-fifth street 
ier. He applied for a lieense, but Mayor 
opking refused it, and a mandamus suit to 
compel its issuance has been started, The as- 
sociation was up in arms at the beginning. It 
has held innumerable meetings, found out all 
about Albert's intentions, and after fruitless 
attempts to stop what is denounced as an out- 
e the association has resorted to the courts. 
win Burritt Smith, who represents the com- 
plainant, thus described things that the asso- 
ciation complains of: ' 

** Alnert is aided by Brega and Barrell,’’ he 
said. ‘* We have information that they are 
to receive a share of receipts as rent. Albert 
has built a fence along the lot he wants to oc- 
cupy and runitso as to cut off Fifty-fifth 
street and the pier at that point. Brega and 
Barrell claim Fifty-fifth street is not cut 


street, that itis not shown in the original 
plats of the property, and that they have a 
perfect right to fence it. We claim the

Scareity of Hair Not a Sure Indication of 
 [Emtellectual Vigor. : 

St. James Gazette: Itis commonly believed 
that absence of hair outside a skull! indicates 
the presence of intellect within. Perhaps no 
one would go so far as to say that every bald- 
headed man is clever ; but most people certainly 
think that clever and learned men are often 
bald, Evidence of this belief abounds in art 
and literature, and in the converse 
of every-day life. The typical savant 
is represented with a cranium like a 
billiard ball, save for a graceful fringe of 
snowy hair disposed all arourid at the level of 
the ears or thereabouts; while the man of ac- 
tion, the hero, the warrior is allowed, by way 
of contrast, to keep his hair on as long as he 
pleases, both in time and space. The ulterior 
causes of baldness are obscure, but the im- 
mediate process is no doubt a degeneration of 
the hair bulbs, which is due to failure of nu- 
trition, and implies impaired vitality or a loss 
of vigor. The point needs no argument, 
though plenty of medical evidence could be 
brought to support it, if necessary. It is uni- 
versally recognized that an abundance .-of 
hair gives a look of youth and vigor, baldness 
one of age andjdecay, 

This single feature will make a man of 70 
appear stronger than manya man of 50.

bis hair begins to go, itis a sign that he is not 
so sound as he used to be or might be, True, 
he may have gained in knowledge 
and experience, and may so far bea better 
man intellectually than he was before; but he 
is not so good a man as he would be if he had 
kept his vigor while acquiring his knowledge. 
Of two men, equal in mental ability, the one 
who retains the more vigor possesses in & ¢or- 
responding measure the greater intellectual 
potency, whether it takes the form of superior 
energy in. the present or a more prolonged 
period of activity—that is to say, a green old 
age. This seems tobe the correct view on 
physiological grounds; and surely it is borne 
out by experience.

TRUE INWARDNESS OF THE GREAT COAL 
STRIKE. 

The great coal strike practically is ended. 
In the Pittsburg region, where the strike com- 
menced, most of the miners have agreed to 
resume work this coming week, and a similar 
determination has been arrived at farther 
West, and the great body of strikers stil out 
is expected to ayree to go back to their 
situations within a few days. They 
welcome the compromise terms offered, 
for they are tired out. Their President, 
McBride, is quoted as saying that “ their 
** funds are exhausted, the official publication 
** cannot be continued to keep up the last re- 
‘liable means of communication between 
‘*the natic nal office and the men, a dozen men 
‘* are in jail for conspiracy, and a total of 
** 85.000 are counted ap by him as having 
‘“*resumed work in Tennessee, Kansas, and 
‘the Virginias, while others have set aside 
** the polity uf peace.”’ He says: ‘“* We had 
reached the danger line, and made the best 
we could out of the situation.” 

The strike is remarkable as being by far the 


most formidable coal strike that ever occurred 1 


in this country. It spread over the largest 
area of territory and embraced the greatest 
number of mea. It) involved all the bitu- 
minous States from Maryland to Texas, ex- 
cept a few spots. Fully 100,000 men went 
out under orders of their headquarters without 
coercion, and straightway proceeded to force 
50,000 others out by the use of violent 
measures, some of which resulted in 
murder, Asa consequence of their efforts 
50,000 men left their work» under coercion. 
We may compute as the direct wage loss nine 
million dollars, being at the rate of $1.50 
per day for 150,000 men whose employment 
was suspended on the average for forty days. 
But besides this isa vast uncounted loss to 
workers who subscribed to carry on the strug- 
gle, toemployers in other lines of activity 
who had to cease production because of 
lack of fuel or pay more for it on account of 
the scarcity, to the many toilers thus involun- 
tarily thrown out of work, to coal operators 
and others whose property was destroyed, and 
to counties and States for pay to the men 
called out for the purpose of preserving the 
peace and preventing a still greater destruc- 
tion of property. 

The peculiarity ofthis strike was that it was 
not seriously opposed by the bosses. A few 
of the mine-owners tried to get men to work 
in the places of the strikers, but the great ma- 
jority were content to let the strike take its 
course. The reason was that they were carry- 
ing large stocks of coal on a declining mar- 
ket. They saw but a poor demand ahead 
amid the. general business depression, and 
“tipped a quiet wink ”’ to the labor leaders 
that if they were not satisfied with the wages 
paid since the reduction of last year now was 
a good time to strike. 

The hint being taken and 150, 000) miners 
quitting the pits the accumulations were 
worked off while production was thus sus- 

pended, and during this process the mine- 
owners made no effort towards reconciliation 
When stocks of coal had been reduced so low 
that they saw a chance of being able to 
plead scarcity and exact higher prices they 
gave another “wink” -to go to work 
and tie hint wis taken, Practically 
there was no trouble in arriving at an agrec- 
ment, the only question bemmg one of a few 
cents more or less per ton, and the compro- 
mise figures are not far from half way «be- 
tween the extremes of last year and this. And 
this helps to explain why there was s0 little 
destruction of property to the mine-owners, 
the exceptions being those who wanted to pro- 
duce while the rest were idle. 

The most disagreeable feature of the strug- 
gle arose out of the fact that the great part 
of the strikers are aliens, and to a large ex- 
tent imbued with the anarchistic notions that 
they had a right to destroy either prop- 
erty or human life to gain their point. 
They thought the strike was a_ real 
combat between capital.and labor, and went 
into it. prepared if they thought it necessary 
to smash society, to ‘' throttie the law,” wipe 
ont capital, and put the whele American com- 
nyunity at their mercy till an unconditional 
surrender was made to the terms they might 
thoose to dictate. Thereupon they deter- 
‘mined that fio coal should be moved to mar- 
ket, and heard unabashed that as a consequence 
of their barbgric determination towns had to 

unlighted, the citizens Were being-deprived 
risk of indmense loss by fire, 
that travel and traffic on the railroads were 
impeded, that. many thousands of workmen in 
the cities were forced to * lay off because 


| coal was lacking, and that many other thou- 


sands must be forced out unless the batriers 
te the coal traing were removed within a few 
days. Hence the urilitary had to be called 
out, and though the strikers were treated with 
markéd consideration, they’ were sufficiently

strike, They have obtained a moderate future

be, till the sup- 
ply of fuel‘in the markets has returned to 
normal dimensions. Then if the business 
prostration caused by Democratic tariff 
tinkering and folly hould continue manufact- 
urers will not operate unless they get cheap 
coal, the mine owners will not operate at a 
loss, and wages will weaken again or many 
miners must be discharged. It is to be hoped 
that this state of things will not occur, but 
there ig no assurance against it if the Demo- 
crats at Washington do not perceive the error 
of their oaurse and lift the paralyzing incu- 
bus that has settled down upon the country. 
Meanwhile the people have cause to be thank- 
ful that the great coal strike is practically 
over and that the consequences have not been 
far more serious to the community, 


FILL IN THE LAKE-FRONT. 

Now that the right of the City of Chicago 
to the Lake-Front is decided beyond a doubt 
the improvement of the area north of Twelfth 
street should be proceeded with and at once. 
The improvement is imperatively needed 
and the people never again will have 
another such opportunity for having 
the work done cheaply as is presented now. 
The present strip of forty acres in the Lake 
Park ought to be widéned by taking in the 
hundred and sixty acres of submerged water 
front, giving to the citizens a magnificent 
stretch of some two thousand feet in width by 
a milein length, constituting a’ broad park 
with a fine lake water front that would be the 
envy and admiration of the world. 

The money that is being spenton the ex- 
cavation of the great drainage channel comes 
out of the pocketsof identically the same peo- 
ple as own the Lake-Front, and ought to own 
the park to be extended several handred feet 
into the lake, The work on the canal is being 
done by the Drainage Commission, which is 
only another agency for the same people, the 
very same set of taxpayers. It is the same 
horse that is ridden by beth. The same pock- 
ets furnish the money spent on “ the big 
ditch ’’ and on the improvement of the streets 
and boulevards. They are paying through 
the Drainage Commissioners 20 cents a cubic 
yard to have earth excavated from the chan- 
nel, taken out two or three miles into the 
lake, and dumped there, while the earth 
might be laid down at even less. ex- 
pense on the shore of the lake to do 
the fillmg required for the park extension. If 
those Commissioners had the authority to do 
it they would rather have the earth dumped at 
the water’s edge than miles out in the lake; 
99 pér cent of the people who furnish the 
money would prefer to see that disposition 
made of it, if it made no difference in the 
cost. But the fact is it would cost ten times 
as much to perform that filling after the 
drainage excavation is completed as it 
would now, for the reason that the éarth 
would have to be paid for as wellas brought 
from.a long way off. 

Why, then, does not the Common Council 
take hold of the matter at once, as proposed 
by Ald, Madden? Nothing is to be gained by 
delay. On the contrary, every day that the 
change is deferred will witness the dumpmg 
into deep water of large quantities of material 
that would be vaiuable as filling on the Lake- 
Front, ‘There need be no fear of the change 
being appreciated now, and still more in the 
future, for the added land would increase 
in value as time rolls on, no matter 
how far one may look down the vista of 
the ages that are to come. All the room will 
be wanted. On that space will have to be 
placed the great Field Museum when the 
people are able to realize how immensely the 


change of site would increase their ability to, 


of its vast treasures 
of. science and art. Other buildings will 
be wanted there, devoted to utilitarian, dec- 
orative, or esthetic purposes, Statuary will 
be offered to vary the scene presented by al- 
ternations of grass plats, beds of flowers, 
pleasant walks, and water fountains, And 
all this may be achieved at a relatively in- 
significant cost if the Council will take hold 
now, embracmg the opportunities of the 
present, which never may be looked for 
again, 

Objection has been made that the proposed

park extension would be a mere loafing place 


for tramps. That is sheernonsense. Tramps 
occasionally visit Lincoin Park, and some 
thousands of them have gone to Jackson Park, 
but does that constitute any reason why those 
parks should be closed to the public? Has any 
one suggested it as a valid reason for aban- 
dohing those pleasure grounds to the 
garbage pile or to invasion by bricks 
and mortar? They have tramps in the 
parks’ of London, Berlin, Paris, and New 


York, but that fact does not hinder those 


parks from being among the most valuable 
publie features of life in the big cities. 
Neither that nor any other thing should be 
allowed to stand in the way of resolving to 
utilize the earth taken from the drainage 
channel in filling in for the extension of the 
Lake ‘Park, or to cause the making of that 
resolve to be deferred beyond the next meet- 
ing of the Council. 


THE SCHOQLS AND THE SMOKE NUISANCE 

Chief Smoké Inspector Adams has addressed 
to the Board of Education of this city a pro- 
test against the emission of dense smoke from 
the chimneys of the two hundred school build- 
ings in Chicago. He says the smoke nuisance 
here has assumed the proportions of a munici- 
pal calamity “ and is the darkest stain on the 
fame of our city.” It causes a loss of mill- 
ions of dollars annually by damage to goods 
and residences, is a constant menace 
to the health of the community, en- 
tails an enormous financial loss by 
wastage of fuel in smoke, causes great 
personal discomfort to every citizen, and de- 
tracts from the reputation of the city at home 
and abroad, When the owners of steam 
plants are asked to abolish the making of 
smoke’ by their establishments they reply 
that the city would set a good example by 
first stopping the nuisance at public school 
buildmgs, fully haif of which are numbered 
among the chronic. and persistent violators 
of the ordinance against smoke. The 
inspector says it costs money to main- 
tain a smoke muisance, as every particle 
of smoke thab comes from a chimney 
is wasted fuel. -He calls attention to the fact 
that great progress has been made along the 
line of smoke prevention, and there are now 
in practical operation devices which not only 
control smoke but effect a material economy 
in the consumption of fuel. He says that in. 
vestigations made by the department show 
that in‘a majority of instances an ordinary 


‘grade of soft conl can be burned without 


smoke if the proper devices are employed and 
intelligentiy operated and urges that in other 
cases there should be no hesitation in substi- 
tuting smokeless fuel for that now in use, 

The public schools of this city consume 
annually coal costing about $120,000. Most 
allofitis soft coal. Itis alleged that different 
kinds of “smoke consumers’’, have been 
tried, but none found to meet all the require. 


ments, -It is+ sald. no one invention has 


| 


| 


given full satisfaction, and the Board of Edu- 
eation despairs of discovering a perfect con- 
sumer.’”’ So some members of the board 
favor the idea of burning anthracite at an 
increase of $25,000 in the annual cost 
of fuel, but it would be nearer $50,- 
000. The conclusion is a premature one. 
Numerous experiments have proved, and 
give daily proof, that soft coal can be used as 
fuel without causmga smoke nuisance, and 
possibly a little attention to the persons who 
do the firing would show that it is their fault 
in at least nine out of ten cases in which the 
school chimneys vomit forth large volumes of 
thick black smoke, In this connection it may 
be asked if the board has tried- the down 
draft furnace, or considered it in 
the light of its latest improvement 
for’ preventmg destruction of the 
water bars by irregular expansion. It may 
be this would be found to bea vast improve- 
ment upon a steam jet which is claimed to be 
‘*a device of the board’s own conception,” 
whatever that may mean, and if so there 
would be no force in the objection raised by 
a member of the board that “‘ we could not in 
justice use any one smoke consumer.” Truly 
they could not do it in practice, for when 
once smoke is formed it has passed the burn- 
ing point. What is wanted is to prevent the 
formation of smoke; and there should seem 
to be no valid objection to using one device 
that would do this for every one of the pub- 


4lic school buildings in the city. 


MORALS AND RELIGION IN THE SCHOOLS, 

The Chicago Woman’s Educational Society 
has laid before the Mayor a memorial, which 
is backed by a petition containing 60,000 sig- 
natures, settmmg forth the ** urgent need of 
better and more earnest instruction of the 
rising generation in the fundamental princi- 
vies of morals and religion, which are indis- 
pensable to the well-being of society.” 
memorial is drawn up on the lines of the 


| ordinance of 11787, which provides ** that re- 


ligion, morality, and knowledge being nec- 
essary to good government and the Happiness 
of mankind, schools and the means of edu- 
cation shall forever be encouraged,” thereby 
plainly indicating that the framers of the 
ordinance clearly believed that the inculca- 
tion of morality, religion, honor, honesty, and 
high character was one of the functions of the 
teacher, 

Tocarry out this important purpose the 
memorialists have formulated a scheme which 
will give offense to no one, unless it be such 
persons as do not’ believe at all in morals or 
religion. "They recommend that “ the ques- 
tion of proper instruction in such pomen 
tale of religion and morality be entirely 
arated from ali other questions relating to 
the systems of public schoola’’; that a reader 
nowin use in the schools of Toronte, Can., 
with the approval of both the Protestant and 
Catholic churches, be made a text-book; that 
suitable selections from the scriptures shall 
be read in the schools; and that the pupils 
shall recite the Lord’s Prayer and the ten 
commandments ‘upon which hang all the 
law and the prophets.’’ In this scheme there 
is dothing that can give offense to any sec- 
tarian. It does not enjoin the teaching of any 
creed or dogma, nor lean to any par- 
ticular sect. It is broad, comprehensive, 
and unsectarian. It concerns itself only with 
the fundamentals of religion—-not theology— 
and morals. It is, as the memorial states, re- 
ligion not in the sense of doctrines and 
creeds which belong to the church, but in the 
sense of high character and good citizenship, 
which rightly belong to the cause of educa- 
tion, for if the foundation of these latter qual- 
ities is not laid in the schools it may never be 
laid at all. The unsectarian character of the 
scheme indeed is shown by the names ap- 
pended to the memorial itself. They are the 
signatures of prominent Protestants and 
Catholics and citizens of various nationalities, 

Such a memorial should carry great weight 
with it when presented to the Board of Educa- 
tion for adoption, as it will be. Unquestion- 
ably in pursuance of the laudable purpose to 
free the schools from dogma and to avoid 
trenching upon creeds and offending religious 
denominations the school authorities have 
swung clear to the other extreme and have 
stripped the process of education of every- 
thing that tends to inculcate honesty, honor, 
morality, and the qualities of good citizen- 
ship, which certainly are essentials 
of the highest purposes of education, 
The Board of Education should give 
thig memorial immediate and favorable 
consideration when it is presented, “ thereby 
fixing in the minds of the children the vital 
spiritual principles on which good citizen- 
ship and the future welfare of our country so 
largely depend.”’ There is no higher respon- 
sibility resting upon Boards of Education and 
teachers than that of making good citizens 
out of the rising generation. So far as lies in 


their power, a praiseworthy work is bemg 


done in the schools looking to a higher 
standard of patriotic citizenship. Now let us 
have something done for morality and high 
personal character, This once accomplished 
patriotism will follow of necessity. 


THE GOLLEGE FIELD DAY. 

The cultivation of athletics is a new depart- 
ure in American life. Oliver Wendell Holmes 
once said, describing the “ black-coated, stiff. 
jointed, soft-muscled, paste-complexioned ”’ 
young man of the period: “Society would 
drop a man who should run around the Com- 
mon in five minutes.”’ Since that day there 
has been a wondrous change in social ideals, 
when to be the fastest runner, the best boxer, 
pitcher, or bicyclist ig the ambition of every 
youth, and the exhibition of his skill, strength, 
or speed is one of: the greatest attractions of 


the day. That the new “fad” is not without 


some drawbacks is evident, however, from the 
deterioration that has taken place in the word 
‘*sport.”’ From its original significance of 
harmless mirth it is now largely associated 
with gambling, horse-racing, and prize-fight- 
ing. Because of these injurious associations 
athletics themselves have come to be viewed 
with distrust, and especially has much criti- 


cism been made on the importance attached 


to them during college life. 
The defenders of college athletics claim that 
they havea practically necessary place by 


furnishing a vent for the tremendous physical | 


pressure of youth, that there must be physical 


exercise and legitimate excitement as a pre- | 


vention of or substitate for something worse. 
President Warfield in a recent article says: 
“When the complaint was made by a fresh- 
man to a well-known head master that British 
boys talked far too much about football and 
cricket he answered, ‘And what do French 
boys talk about? ""—a pertinent question. 
Also it is claimed that in institutions where 


the students are interested in athletics there | 


is less indulgence in the petty pranks to 
which others are addicted, Such things come 
to be looked upon as too boyish for sensible 
fellows, It is even asserted that college ath. 
letics are conducive to high moral and spirit- 


ual qualities, since they furnish splendid 


training in courage, fearlessness, instantane- 
ous and unguestioning obedience to conati- 
tuted authority, the absolute sacrifice of self 
that a larger self may be found in the good of 
the whole. 7

BUILDING ORDINANCE AMENDMENT.

JOSEPH. TILSON’S BOOK. 


Statement Made That It Is Becoming More 
Difficult for a Poor Man to Get Through 


Protection Avocates=C. ©, King of 
' Chicago Voted the Class Beauty—Dick- 
ens, Longfellow, and Mrs, Browning the 
Favorite Writers. 


New Haves, Conn., June 11.—[Special 
Correspondence.}—-A curious lot of facts 


by the issue last week of the annual “ class 
book.’’ It was edited by W. Joseph Tilson of 
Clear Bransh, Tenn., and is the most com- 
plete book of its kind ever published at Yale. 
The usual list of reminiscent class histories 
form the introduetion; freshman year, 
written by Fred C. Perkins of Sharon, 
_Pa., sophomore, by A. K. Fowler of 
Chicago, LiL, junior year, by Ralph D. Paine 
of New Haven, and senior year by E. B. Reed 
of Holyoke, Mass, The chapter of the book 
which has created the most stir in the college 
is the statement by the editor of the expenses 
of the class. His opening sentence of his 
financial chapter is: “It is a recognized fact 
i that it is getting to be harder and harder 
for apoor man to get through Yale. 
Yale is givmg up her boasted democ- 
racy.”’ Then follows a tabulated 
list of statistics gathered from members 
of. the class relative to the average expenses 
of the course. They are: Freshman year, 
$961; sophomore year, $1,099; junior year, 
$1,213; and senior year, $1,255. The high- 
est tigure | epten for a year’s expenditure is 
$4,000 and the lowest $135. The impor- 
tance of the above statistics is plain from a 
comparison with figures given in former 
years,, Since 1890 a constant increase is 
shown, this year murkinga rise of ‘just 60 
per cent from four years ago. : 

In this connection it is interesting to notice 
how many of the class have worked their way 
partly or wholly through college. Fifty have 
aided themselves by working during their col- 
lege courge, ten of the number having paid 
all their expenses. Four men paid three- 
fourths of their way and eight more paid 
more than half. The class numbers 214 and 
there are only half a dozen phenomenally 
rich men’s sons in ite membership. 


Political Complexion of the Class. 


Politically the class differs but little from 
its immediate predecessors at Yale, ‘94 con- 
taining 144 Republicans, 44 Democrats, 12 
indeperidents, 6 mugwumps, and 2 Prohibi- 
tionists.. Forty-six voted for Harrison in- ’92 
and 19 in ’88, and 10 voted for Cleveland in 
‘92 and 4in’88. The editor has secured a 
ballot from the class on the question of its 
tariff tendericies and has compared it with 
the result of a similar vote taken by classes 


The class beauty ig voted as C. C. King of 
Chicago, and Ralph D. Paine of New Haven 
is voted the most versatile man. John B. 
Solley of Fairfield, Conn., is voted the social 
favorite of the class. 

In State representation New York leads 
with sixty men, followed by Connecticut with 
forty-seven, Pennsylvania with twenty, Mas- 
sachusetts with eighteen, and Illinois with 
fifteen. New York City sends twenty, New 
Haven thirteen, Chicago ten, and Brooklyn 
nine. 

Dickens, Longfellow, and Mrs. Browning 
are pronounced the favorite writers by the 
class,? “* David Copperfield’’ is called the 
most popular book and * Evangeline’’ the 
favorite poem of theclass. H. M. Reynolds 
is voted the most popular professor and J. 8S. 
Dutcher the most popular tutor. 

The most valuable required etudy is English, 
and the most valued optional, political his- 
‘tory, according to the votes of the class. 
Compulsory chapel isupheld by a vote of 110 
to 62. The favorite game is whist and the fa- 
vorite beverage is unblushingly voted as 
heer, Joe Jefferson is pronounced the best 
actor and Ada Rehan the most popular 
Seventy-one men will study law, 
twenty-four medicine, thirty-six go into busi- 
ness, twenty will teach, ten enter the minis- 
try, six go into journalism. 


Commencement Honor Men. 


The Yale faculty have announced the com- 
mencement honors for the present senior 
class. They are as follows: Valedictorian, 
Frank Herbert Chase of Haverhill, Mass., 
and salutatorian, William Edward Thoms of 
Waterbury, Conn. 
Chase’s honor his appointment signifies that 
he has the highest average mark of any mem- 
ber of his class, numbering 214, during the 
entire college course of four years just passed. 
Mr. Chase fittedfor Yale at the Haverhill 
High School, where he attained a phenomenal 
rank in scholarship for that school. Since 
his entrance to Yale he has given special at- 
tention to English literature and the lan- 

uages. He intends to make teaching his 
fife work. 

Mr. Thomsisa graduate of the Hillside 
High School, Waterbury, and has been prom- 
inently ideritified with the Yale Union, the 
debating society of the university, during his 
college course. He has twice represented 
Yale in the Yale-Harvard debates. As is the 
customn at Yale relative to the appvintment 
of the salutatorian, Mr. Thoms was appointed 
for his proficiency in Latin.

Agents, However, Are Working with More 


of BWeavily Mortgagced Improved Prop- 
erty Tire of the Loads They Are Carry- 
ing and Are Anxious to Make Trades= 
Gotsip of the Buyers and Sellers~Ar- 
chitécts and Builders. 
There are still no sales of importance to 
enliven the market, but agents are working 
with more or less success on exchanges. 
Trades are always a feature in a dull market. 
Owners of heavily mortgaged improved prop- 
erty become tired of the load they have been 
carrying and open up negotiations with owners 
of vacant property who are antious to get 
hold of something which promisés an income. 
There are a number of people on the market 
for down-town property who wish to trade in 


unimproved vacant, and itis probable that a 


number of these transactions will be carried 
through. It isa marketin which the buyer 
can wait more readily than the seller. Owners 
are not willing as yet to make concessions, 
such as prospective buyers demand, and nec- 
essarily business from an agent’s standpoint 
is slow. 
In the down-town district the fall effect of 
the ordinance limiting the height of buildings 
is being now felt. There are experts who 
venture the opinion that the high-building 
ordinance has cut down the value of business 
property ip the office disttict section fully 25. 
percent. It does not affect property in the 
wholesale and retail districts in anything like 
an equal proportion. For wholesale or retail 
purposes the present ‘ordinance allows a 
building of as great a height as can be ten- 
anted to advantage. In the office building sec- 
tion the case is entirely different. A large 
amount of ground space under an office build- 
ing has to be wasted so far as income earning 
capacity is concerned. Toallow for courts, 
cérridors, stairways, and elevators between 
25 and 40 per cent of the rentable space of 
an office building has to be sacrificed. The 
experitnoe of office building owners is that it 
is as easy to fill the upper stories of a sixteen- 
story building as it would be to fill up the up- 
per stories of a ten or twelve story structure. 
Depends on Service, , 
The whole question of properiy tenanting 
an office building depends on its location, 
finish, and service given totenants. The run- 
ning expenses per square foot of. a sixteen- 
story building are essentially less than of a 
building half that height, and the ground rent 
to be charged to each square foot of floor 
space inthe large building is only one-half 
that chargeable in the smaller building. If 
the property in the office buildmg district of 
the city is worth 25 per cent less than it was 
before the passage of the high building ordi- 
nance it is not atall surprising that there is 
little demand for it under the present renting 
conditions. Office building rents have gone 
down under competition and there are a num- 
ber of buildings in which there is still plenty of 
space unrentéd. Theexperience of the owzers 
of new office buildings this spring has been 
anything but satisfactory. They have been 
kept back by labor trouble and besieged by 
indignant tenants. The renting agents of the 
Stock Exchange Building made concessions 
to all their tenants and now a protest is going 
up from the tenants of the Champlain Build. 
ing, at State and Madison streets, on account 
of their treatment. They claim that they 
have been damaged by the delay in comple- 
tion of the building, and pene the action of 
the owners of the Columbus Building in & 
similar situation as a precedent are demand- 
ing that their rent for May, June, and July be 
remitted. The owners of the building have 
already made concessions by allowing tenants 
their rent for May, but think the demands un- 
reasonable imasinuch as the building was 
practically ready for occupancy June 1. 
There are rumors of important changes in 
the retail district. A State street lease has 
been placed under a contract which is said to 
be the second largest term lease made in the 
history of the city. It is supposed to involve 
the northeast corner of State and Van Buren 
streets and to be in the interest of a new de- 
purtment store firm. Therumor is that the 
lease wiil include not only the new building 
now in course of erection but adjoining prop- 
erty to the north. 


Rumor of Radival Change. 


A rumor to the effect that a project is on 
foot for the improvemént of the Grand Pa- 
cific Hotel site with a fine office building at 
an early day is not given credence by real es- 
tate men, who believe that the city has a great 
abundance of office buildings, and who do 
not see where the money for office building 
enterprises is coming from unless current 
ideas as to incomes are radically changed. 
There are evidences that there isto be a change 
in this respect, however. Money loan- 
ing houses report that rates ere a trifle firmer 
in the East just at present, but expect that 
there will be a fi of cheap money on the 
market Juiy 1, when the semi-annual divi- 
dends are payable. Boston has heretofore led 
in the matter of low rates on real estate 
money, but itis now stated that New York 
parties are offering funds at a fraction better 
than 4 per cent on gilt-edged security... In 
view of the income tax which is in force in 
Massachusetts the rates at which the funds of 
Boston estates have been invested in Chicago 
appear ridiculously low. If the two impor- 
tant loans which were recently made here, 
one at 4% and the other at 444 per cent, are 
properly returned for taxation they will net 
the holders of the mortgage 3 .per cent and 
2% per cent respectively. A sufficient supply 
of such funds will change the current ideas 
of income, which have set 6 and 7 per cent as 
about the right figuae for ordinary real estate 
loans, and 5 per cent as low water mark on 
exceedingly good securities. In speaking of 
the supply.of cheap money in Boston and the 
sources of such supply an agent who has fe- 
cently succeeded in placing loans in that city 
cited an incident ‘which was developed last 
week. It appears that 100 years ago Benja- 
min Franklin left a legacy af $5,000 to be 
held in trust for 100 years. _ At the end of 
that time one-half of the proceeds of the trust 
was to be distributed for educational and 
charity purposes and the other half was to be 
held in trust a second term of 100 years and 
then distributed in like manner. The first 
term expired last week and it was found that 
the fund had grown into $400,000, one-half 
of it being subject to distRibution. It is this 
supply of money held by trust: companies and 
by estates on which the question of income is 
always secondary to that of security, which 
promires to cut down the rate of capitaliza- 
tion on Chicago down-town property.

THE ILLINOIS LEAGUE 


One Hundred and Forty-nine Associations | 


Represented at the Meeting, Which 
Was Held in Galesburg Last Wednes- 
day — Delegates Report a Harmonious 
and Profitable Session=—Paper KRead by 
K, P, Beach of This City —“The Selec- 
tion of a Loan” His Subject. 

One hundred and forty-nine building asso- 
ciations were represented at the fifteenth an- 
nual meeting of the Illinois League held at 
Galesburg last Wednesday. It was the largest 
meeting the league has had since its organiza- 
tion, and the Chicago delegates who were in 
attendance report a profitable and pleasant 
session, Harmony characterized the pro- 
ceedings anda number of interesting papers 
were 1d. All the old officers were reélected, 
and the time and place for holding the next 
meeting were fixed for the third Tuesday in 
June, 1895, at Rockford. 

The pending: clause of the income tax bill, 
which imposes the tax on building and loan 
associations, received the earnest attention of 
the meeting and resolutions were passed de- 
claring that the league on behalf of a quarter 
of a million of shareholders requested an 
amendment of the clause, The tax-on the in- 
come was declared to be a tax on the savings 
of the poor. Acopy of the resolutions was 
ordered sent to eath member of Congress. 

The meeting was held in the court-house at 
Galesburg and opened at 10 a. m, Wednesday 
morning. Afternoon and evening sessions 
were he.d, President Penfield in his annual 
address took a rather gloomy view of the 
building and loan situation. He seemed to 
think it would be no better the coming year 
than last? but to this view there was much 
dissent. There are careful students of the 


financial and industrial situation among the } 


building and loan Secretaries and they could 
see nothing to warrant gloomy predictions, 

Julius Stern, Chairman of the Law com- 
mittee, had a paper upon the legal work .of 
the league and embracing the legal decisions 
affecting building and loan associations dur- 
ing the last year. It was a valuable docu- 
ment and.extracts from it will be presented 
at a future date. 3 

Lake Sanburn of Galesburg read a paper 
on the wisdom and necessity of insuring risks 
on which loans were made, and he suggested 
the formation of an Illinois Mutual Buildmg 
and Loan Insurance company. He did not 
advocate this strongly, however, hut it was a 
thought that occurred to him as one worthy 
of consideration. William Fries of Chicago 
had a paper on bookkeeping and the different 
forms to be kept. It furnished valuable in- 
formation for the younger class of secreta- 
ries. E. P. Beach of Chicago read a carefully 
prepared paper on the “ Selection of Loans,”’ 
extracts of which are given elsewhere, J. N, 
C. Shumway discussed the “ Effects of State 
Supervision.”” He thought the examination 
conducted by the Auditor this year has been 
rather. expensive to the association. He 


day’s pay for a half day’s services, but, alto- 
gether, he thought the inspection law a good 
thing.. Albert Barnes of Decatur delivered an 
address on the apportionment of profits which 
he illustrated by charts. The sibject was 
handled in such a technical manner that a 
synopsis of it in this column would hardly be 
intelligible. 

One of the features of the meeting was the 
interchange of experiences by the members 
and illustrating how much good might be ac- 
complished here in Chicago by an exchange 
or an associazon which would bring the Sec- 
retaries together. A. good many delegates, 
knowing that they could read the papers after 
the convention, busied themselves exchang- 
ing ideas upon subjects concerning which 
they were in.want of information. During 
the last year the league has grown from 125 
associations to about 160. . 

The league considered the matter of the 
“tax case’ in Illinois, and passed a resolu- 
tion declaring that the expense of carrying © 
the case to the Supreme Court should be ap- 
portioned among the associations according 
to their assets as shown by the last statement. 
The assessment is 22 cents for $1,000. 
As the larger associations advance the money 
th® assesstnent will operate to return to them 
the excess paid out above their proportionate 
share. | 


THE SELECTION OF BUILDING LOANS. 


Points Made by E. B. Beach Before the Il- 
linois League, 

The following are some of the points made 
by E. P. Beach, Secretary of the Safety Loan 
and Building Association of Chicago, in his 
paper on **Thé Selection of Loans”’: 

The subject has apparently three paths of ap- 
proach—the selection as it affects the prosperity 
of an association, as it is affected by the bor- 
rower as an individual, and as it is affected by 
the security. Single loans largely in excess of 
the renga income of the association, requiring 
income of several months to complete, 
while furnishing an investment into whicb 
the income is absorbed as fast 
received—will probably shut the door of ‘the as- 
sociation in the face of ten members who would 
become botrowers in a lesser amount. Small 
loans are preferable to large ones—four loans of 
$2,000 each are preferabie to one large loan of 
$10,000. Under the statate granting us our char- 
ters the borrower bas an option of repayment, 
which will be exercised at a time when the money 
market is easy, low rates Of interest prevail, and 
combined with a diminution of parties seeking 
loans, will violently disturb the earning capacit 
of the association.. Hence large loans wit 
this option are . undesirable. The larger 
the loan the more likely is it to 
be repaid at such«time. The larger the loan 
the greater probability of default in payments 
and consequent foreclosure. The larger the loan 
the greater percentage cf shrinkage in case of 
foreclosure and the greater probability of 
being compelied to bold the property in 
your real estate account, an object of 
criticism anda reflection upon the good judg- 
ment of your directors. Among underwriters a 
maxim exists that ‘Jumbo lines” are neither 
wige nor profitable. The position of a conserva- 
tive loan association is analogous for the reasons 
mentioned, 

The borrower as an individual presents what 
might be called the moral hazard of a loan, and 
the propes estimation of this hazard requires a 
good judge of human nature. Ofttimes this 
measurement of moral hazard must be applied 
not only to the borrower, but also to his or her 
companion in life, for the courage, industry, and 
thrift of the wage-earner are often handicapped 
by a careless or spendthrift wife.-or vice versa 
by a dissipate lazy lout of a _ husband. 
Frequentiy a rrower is deficient in 
business capacity, and the desire foralarge and ° 
expensive building exceeds his ability to make 
the monthly payments required. Possibly he as- 
sumes that if he can borrow sufficient money a 


delinquent tenant, a vacancy, or the exhaustive 
demands ofatenant who believes a landlord 
has no fights that heis bound to - respect—thus 
entailing a double burden upon said borrower. 

If the borrower's proposed monthly payment 
exceeds by 50 per cent the ordinary monthly rent 
of quarters suited to his condition and station in 
life‘ he will probably make a failure; ‘the unex- 
pected will happen; sickness, death, or loss of 
— will occasion delinquencies; anda de- 

inquent payment will pesaly be made good—un- 
til finally a forced sale of his equity or a fore- 
clofure is the result, with a disheartened man 
and a probable enemy of building and loan asso- 
ciations. Some nationalities by reason of forced 
economy have intensified the habit of thrift. 
One of this class will prove amore desirable 
borrower than a native born, 

What are the habits of your would-be bor- 
rower? Is he fond of the race track or games of 
‘chance? Does he spend much time at the saloon? 
Ishe given to mach drink? These are all per- 
tinent questions. 

Again. has he tven a borrower elsewhere and if 
so why does hechange? Is he now in default. or 
worse still, has foreclosure suit been started? 
Has he an ugly disposition, that when the dis- 
cipline of your by-laws is brought to bear upon 
him to enforce payment, will cause delay and en- 
force expense? A few well chosen questions will 
develop these several points and save the asso- 
ciation much trouble and expense. 

The Security—Of the present and future value 
of the security much will depend upon its loca- 
tion. The proposed use of the: premises. as also 
the possible future use, must be considered. The 
adaptation of the buildings to the locality—Is it 
contiguous or easily accessible to the business 
district where chs borrower would likely find 
his employment?

COMMERCIAL’S ANNUAL MEETING, 


Old Officers Re-elected and Statement o 
| Last Year’s Business Made. | di 
The Commercial Building and Loan Asso- 

ciation held its annual meeting last week and 

reélected its old officers and Board of Di- 

rectors, The Secretary, Adolph Loeb, in his 

annual report to the stockholders told them 
how the Commercial had gone through the 
financial panic. The association met with an 
unfortunate circumstance in the fact that its 
‘Treasurer was connected with a bank that 
failed. This made some of the stockholders 
uneasy and the association experienced an un- 
usual run for withdrawals. This 
operated in the end, however, to 
the advantage of the association, 
for all the withdrawals were niet and 
promptly paid, demonstrating the stability of 
the association. Mr. Loebalso informed the 
stockholders that to offsett any possible loss 
in the real estate account it had been decided 
to charge each quarter $1,000 to profit and 
loss. Theannual statement far the year end- 
ing May 31, 1894, showed receipts amount- 
ing to $458,767. Of thisamount $155,706 
was received in dues. ‘Interest contributed 
$47,361 and premiums $24.909. Loans 
were returned amounting to $143,400, and 
collateral loans returned amounted to §$39,- 

935. Real estate on hand, $32,610. The 

disbursements show that there was paid out 

for loans $60,028, and collateral loans $41,- 

430. The expenses were $6,583 and the 

withdrawals $244,488. There was cash in 

litigation amounting $18,258 and cash on 
hand amounting to $66,919. 


The Safety Loan’s New Policy. 

The eighth annual statement of the Safety 
Loan and Building Association shows receipts 
of $60,222 on installments and interest 
amounting to $16,802. The premium re- 
ceipts were $8,161 and loans repaid amount- 
ing to $27,830.

AERIAL TROLLEY SYSTEM AT ANTWERP. 


Inventor of Manageable Balloon Feels Sure 
Its Trial Trip Will Be a Success, 

Antwerp, June 20,—(Special Correspond- 
ence. ]—The grand manageable balloon will 
make its trial trip June 20, and the inventor, 
Lieut. Clement de St. Marcq of the Belgian 
army, and the constructing engineer are con- 
fident that it will be a success. 


It is nothing less than a gigar.tic aerial | 


trolley car and the novelty in the construction 
of the balloon lies in the arplication of the 
trolley system for supplying motive power. 
The balloon is tubularin sbape, conical at 
both ends, and supplied with vertical and 
horizontal rudders, The car is suspended be. 
neath, carrying the Captain, helmsman, engi- 
neer, motof, ind passengers. At the rear of 
the car is a propeller wheel for driving the 
machine and below the center is another 
wheel placed horizontally for to the 
balloon. It is expected the balloon will have 
as of twenty-five miles an hour, 

balloon proper is made of varnished 
cotton and it will be inflated with iluminat- 
ing gas. Over it, placed like a borse blanket, 
are three great strings of the same material 
which reach three-fourths of the way around.

Tuz Tribune asked the officers of the regi:

That these different clubs are of great ad- 
vantage to working women there can be no 
doubt, and that they are no less a good to 
those-who organized ajd conduct them is es- 
tablished by the unanimous testim ony of those 
engaged in the work. Said one young wom- 
an who has been active in the Wildwood club 
for several years: 

‘* T bave formed some friendships among 
the working girls of the club which I value as 
much as any I have ever made. It is a liberal 
education to assist in this work. It is nota 
sacrifice but a gain,”’

This office, then, of Theological Ccounselor, 
together with those of all the three counselors 
of law (for. as tne holders of these offices died 
the Senate appointed no successors, but handed 
over their duties to Fra Paolo, so that the 
whole of the affairs of the republic were in 
his hands) Fra Paolo held to the day of his 
death—a period of seventeen’ years. Fra 
Paolo advised the republic not to submit its 
causé to a church council, adding this signifi- 
cant comment; ** He who appeals to a coun- 
cil admits that the righteousness of his cause 
may’ be questioned, whereas that of Venice is 
indisputable.”’ The Senate accepted this ad- 
vice, and Venice opposed its strength to that 
of Rome. The‘ merits of the case were en- 
tered into, Fra Paolo was ableto show how 
the Pope’s demands were without precedent 
in the history of the republic; how they were 
contrary to scripture, to the fathers, to church 
canons, to the decisions of councils, and 
Then he 
carried the question at issue back to first 
principles, by declaring. and reiterating the 
declaration, that the Pope’s claim to inter- 
meddie in civil matters was a usurpation ; and 
that in these the Republic of Venice recog- 
nized no authority but that of God. ‘*God 
has inatituted two kingdoms in the world,” 
he said, “one spiritual and the other tem- 
‘ poral, each in its:own sphere is supreme and 


of this world, but: in heaven, therefore, re- 
ligion walks by a heavenly way. the govern- 
ment of the state by an earthly one, and the 
one ought never to interfere with the other. 
God wishes to be served in such a way, as to 
preserve this harmdény between the two powers 
which he has instituted; maintaining them 
balanced so that one may not usurp the 
place that belongs to the other.’’ 

When the Pope demanded the liberation of 
the imprisoned ecclesiastics under pain of in- 
curring the Papal censures. Fra Paolo set 
Pope against Pope, quoting the bulls of Paul 
Il.. Sixtus IV., and Paul IIL, which expressly 
admitted (not granted) to the republic the 
very right which this Pope would fain deny 
it—that of punishing offenders, whether 
‘clerical or lay. Having thus putthe Pope in 
the wrong by showing him that it was not the 
republic that in this matter was encroachi 
on the privileges of the church, but the churc 
that was usurping those of thé state, he, 
in dignified terms, reasserted the rights of 
the republic to deal with all criminals within 
its bounds as its inalienable preroga- 
tive, for the exercise of which it was responsi- 
ble to God alone. Meanwhile the is of all 
the courts of mapege were directed to the 
great struggle, and Venice made them more 
than spectators by laying its case, as prepared 
by their cotnsel, fairly and fully before them.

Venice Makes Reprisals. 


Venice was placed under the Papal ban.

ARE VERITABLE HANGING GARDENS. 


How It Is Possible to Have Balconies a 
Feast to the Eye. ~ 

Few houses which are provided with either 
a balcony or a veranda are naw left without 
some attempt at floral decoration for the sum- 
mer, and many of these places are veritable 
‘* hanging gardeans,’’ most delightful, even to 
those who pass by them, while their owner is 
also cheered and refreshed by the fragrance 
and beauty of fresh flowers. 

Where there are permanent creepers, such 
as Virginia creeper, white jasmine, wisteria, or 
honeysuckle, much leas will’ need to be done 
than where the walls are bare, for luxuriant 
wreaths of greenery are necessary as a back- 
ground to flowers. and where there is iron- 
work to be covered ig is impossible to have too 
many creepers. : ‘ : | 

Many choose a single variety fora balcony, 
the bright blossoms bf scarlet or purple show- 
ing to good advantage above the green leaves 
of the creepers that hang Jike drapery over the 
stone or iron work of the baicony,. All these 
creepers do bestin boxes about a foot deep, 
well drained with crocks and ashes, and filled 
with a rich light compost, suchas that sold by 
the horticulturists as potting soil. 

It should be borne in mind that no plant 
can be expected to make fihe and rapid 
growth unless it is well supported both by rich 
soil and a pléntiful supply of water, with more 
room for the development of its roots than is 
desirable in the case of flowering plants in 
pots, where blossom is the great desideratum. 

Boxes, wherever used, can easily be hidden 
by an arrangement of flowéring plants in pots 
(these being covered with moss), kept in 
place by'a strip of wire netting, or hid- 
den by trailing plants round their edge. 
Ivy leaved geraniums are excellent trail- 
ers, both from a box or hanging in bas- 
kets, and there are so man} varieties that the 
shade which will harmonize well with neigh- 
boring plants can easily be sélected. Dark 
blue lobelia, golden moneywort, rich bronze 
lace, hanging in festoons from ‘ mother o’ 
thousands”’ (Saxifraga sarmentose), and the 
delicate sprays of Nierenbergia gracilis (pale 
mauve and white), will all fringe a balcony, 
tilla basket, or hide the potsand boxes ofa 
group of plants in a veranda ‘satisfactorily ; 
nasturtiums, too, of the tall variety will be 
found very useful, for they will grow in any 
aspect and in any air, not being atall par- 
ticular, either, in the matter of soil, while 
their bright flowers ranging from deep ma- 
roon to pale primrose, are sure to be borne 
in profusion.

variegated maize (Zea japofiica variegata),

raceenas should be used as a background, 
with brilliant) tuberous) begonias, pelargoni- 
ums, heliotrope, calcedlarias, lilies, gladiolus, 
and many other flowers (in pots hidden with 
moss) in front. 

If stands are used they should be of wire in 
preference to wood, and the successful effort 
of the whole will be ifn proportionto the 
cleverness displayed in grouping the plants 
and hiding everything’ except them by means 
of moss, virgin cork, or trailing plants. Plenty 
of moss will also prevent (if it be regularly 
damped daily) the too. rapid evaporation 
which tries ali.plants when suspended, so to 
speak, in mid air. 


SAUERKRAUT DEPOPULATES A FARM. 


Family Broken Up by an Unfortunate Vent- 
ure in Pickled Cabbage. 


They were talking about the desertion of 
farms by the younger generations for the al- 
luring charms of the cities; how young men 
and women left the home nest in the country 
as soon as they felt any confidence in them- 
selves and flocked to the paved streets and 
brick walls of urban lif6 in the hope that

But dark dis- 
aster came one day in the shape of a cabbage 
crop, The Chicago market showed a strong 
demand for sauerkraut and the farmer de. 
cided to goin for-a profitable crop. With 
the three boys he planted several acres in 
cabbage, with excellent results. The crop

All went well for a few days, but the porkers 
soon tired of the diet and began to 
run from it. Tho pile grew high and a 
few of the stronger pi s jumped the fence and 
ran away, while others sickened and grew 
weak from starvation. 
It was a puzzler for the old man, but he was 
determined to derive some benefit, and the 
boys lugged the stuff up to the orchard near 
the house, where it was spread about as a 
fertilizer. By this time the entire family 
ere turbulent at the mere mention of sauer- 
raut; and when the sun poured its hot rays 
on the pickled cabbage the girls rebelled, 
The farmer was obdurate and the three girls 
packed their effects and came to the city. The 
kraut became so powerful that even the old 
man ¢ould not stand it and the boys were :in. 
structed to cart it down to a distant field and 
spread it. The boys had been on the verge of 
mutiny several times and this settled it, They 
all ma out’’ for Chicago and have been here 
ever since,

FROM ENGLAND TO FRANCE BY TUBE. 


Napoleonic Scheme to Cross the Straits of 
Dover anti Make Travel Easy. 

Another scheme to join. England and 
France, says the: New York World, is receiv- 
ing serious consideration in those countries, 
It is proposed ta build a double tubular tun. 
nel under the Straits of Dover. The old 
scheme of building a tunnel under the bed of 
the sea, which has been advocated by Sir Ed- 
ward Watkins for years, never received the 
sanction of the British Parliament, because

many conservative Englishmen believe such 
a construction ‘would faci'itate an invasion of 


1 their island by ‘the vanquished of Waterloo. 


It had also been proposed to bridge the 
straits. The latest plan has the support of 
Sir Edward Reed, who is a member of Parlia- 
ment and has been Lord of the Treasury and 
Engineer-in-Chief of the Admiralty.. It has 
been received with favor by a large number 
of members ef Parliament, and therefore 
seems to have serious chances of success, and 
the.more so that it avoids the difficulties and 
objections that were urged against its prede- 
cessors. 

The project consists in simply submerging 
between a point of the French coast situated 
in the vicinity of Cape Gris-Nez and another

on the English coast located between Dover 
and Folkestone. two tubes that would consti- 
tute two absolutely separate tunnels, each 
serving for the passage in one direction of 
trains drawn by electrie locomotives. 

ferring to the map it will be seen that the 
éonfiguralton of the bottom in this part of 
the channel presents on each sid3 a regular 
declivity that ends in a gentile slope at a line 
of greater depth, The soundings made at 
distances of a mile apart gave as successive 
depths, starting from the English coast, 82, 
88, 88, 95. 98, 88, 98, 138,] 160, 184, 
174. 175, 160, 138, 98, and 82 feet. It will 
be seen, then, that the mean slope of each 
tunnel would not much exceed 0.08 inch to 
the foot. There would, therefore, be found 
excellent conditions for traction. : 

The tube would be of steel plate, with 
double walls, and the iatervening space would 
be reinforced by I beams filled in ‘with con- 
crete. The putting in place would be effected 
by sections of 300 feet, hermetically sealed 
at each end and floated to the place where 
they were to be submerged. 

One of the extremeties of the section having 
been fixed upon a sort of caisson that 
afterward perform the functions uf a pier, the 
caisson is weighted soas to cause it to sink. 
The other extremity continues to emerge and 
receives the end of the following section, the 
junction being made by huge hinges. The 
caisson of this section is sunk, and so on. 
When all the sections ere in place the forma- 
tion of the joints is begun. 

Sir Edward prefers to sink the sections of 
the two tubee simultaneously in properly 
crose- bracing them in order to form a sort of 
rigid girder that would present much greater 
resistance to transverse stresses.

bottom of the sea. This arrangement pos- 
sesses the double advantage of doing away 
with any preliminary dredging, since it will 
be possible to give the piers the height neces- 
sary to avoid the slight changes of level of 
the bottom ‘and of assuring: a free circulation 
ef the marine currents beneath as well as 
above the tubes. It permits, besides, of so 
moenietne the system that the upward thrust 
partially balances the weight of the trains in 
each section. The stresses to which the tube 
wiil be submitted by the fact of such passage 
will be diminished by so much, and, therefore, 
much better conditions of resistance will be 
obtained than in an ordinary bridge, 

The use of two distinct tubes will prevent 
all chances of accidents and will have the

Protestant Episcopal Bishops Not Ready 
to Reduce the American Church to the 
Position of a :Protestant Sect or De- 
nomination=Presbyterians Advised Not 
to Amphttate the Foot Because It Has 
@utgrowh the ShoeWhat Might Occur 
te Luther During the Present Age. 

‘We are glad to notice,” says the Living 

Uhurch (P. E:) of Chicago, “ that from the 

point of view of those who are in favor of a 

kind of Christian unity which would sacrifice 

the essentially catholic character of the 
church, the letters of the Bishops to the 


Independent were a huge bluhder and have 


done great. mischief. We sincerely trust 
that a ‘ mischief’ has been done to the cause 
of the Radical unionists which will be found 
irreparable, The Bishops have clearly shown 
that they never contemplated such an in- 
terpretation of the declaration on unity as 
would stultify the church and emasculate the 
episcopal office itgelf of all real significance. 


They. are not yet ready to reduce the Ameri- [| 


can church to the position of a Protestant 
sect or denomination. It is true that the dec- 
laration disowned the intention of absorbing 
the sects, but the course of discussion has 
madeé it abundantly evident that there is no 
alternative between absorbing and being ab- 
sorbed. As for the suggestion that the Bish- | 
ops sitting as a house will speak witha differ. | 
ent voice from the same Bishops in their indi- 
vidual capacities, we repudiate it as unworthy 
of our. fathers in God." ” 


Referring to the iss of the Presbyterian 
General Assembly the Congregationalist of 
Boston saj’s: “It is not strange that the. as- 
sembly, possessing such ideas of its powers 
and prerogatives, should not be content with 
excluding professors frow its ministry, but 
should attempt to put itself in a position to 
discipline theological seminaries themselves. 
It proposes to acquire control of the funds of 
these institutions and, practically, the ap- 
pointment of all their instructors and Board 
of Directars. The assembly showed what it 
wishes to do by its treatment of Lane Semi- 
nary, recommending that its directors and in- 
instructors be changed and distinctly refusing 
to expunge from the report adopted words 
which placed a stigma on Prof. E, D. Morris, 
the only remaining professor in the institu- 
tion. Itis safe to predict that the assembly 
will not succeed in getting control of 
the seminaries. There are probably legal ob- 
stacles which cannot be overcome to trans- 
ferring the care of the funds from boards of 
directors to the assemmly, but if the semina- 
ries can, itis hardly probable that they will, 
surrender themselves to the government of a 
body as little. qualified to manage them by 

uaintance with their needs as it appears 
to be i in syinpathy with reverent scholarly in- 
vehigatibe: Some time the assembly will re- 
trace its steps, but not, probably, till after a 
long and.sharp contest within itself, perhaps

Saw Ditzco, Cal., June 12.—[Special Correspondence.]—Fishermen north of here Laiadied 
a fait-sized fish not tong ago, which would give Chicago anglers samething to talk about fora 
year, It wasa basking shark thirty-two feet long. The pectoral fin was 5.7. feet long, dorsal 
fin 4.3 feet, and largest caudal lobe 6.3 feet. The fish made a lively fight, and it required 
something stronger than a five ounce rod to land him. Such a fish was worth working hard to 
land, Its captors received $5,000 for the skin and skeleton, while from the shark’s liver they 
tried out 180 gallons of oil, which soid at a high price. The skin of this fish is now in pickle 
at the mugeum of Stanford University, It will be mounted and retained as an exhibit in that 
institution, President David Starr Jordan says that this skin “ weighs 1,500 pounds,” so if
